thon^ands that h;ivo gone before. One survived — 
Mis.don Hells. The ra< ing was good to view, though

(Miuinity nnbalanee things. So the eomp<*tition 
was keen enough. There were three head finishes 
and two mote <»f a baigth cr less. Some of the 
raeing elnsters in front were animntfsl and kt»<‘n 
si>eed battles result«‘d. A sharp northw<‘st wind 
impeded the horses in the rear, wliere they were the 
freshest aiul eonld meet it best. It helped the 
same Imrse in the stretch, where most of their kind 
needed help. 

There were s<ime shan» incidents during the after- 
noon. Dounac'ona lost ;i winning rata* through his 
own error. He was in the l>est value event of 
the day, the Hyde Park Handicap, at a mile and 
n sixteenth for derelicts of the meeting. 

Dtinnacon:! is numdy in these da.vs of ours. He 
propi>etl iit tlte start and vot away a docen lengths 
Isdiiiid tli« other five in the field. He raced 
buoyantly when once in motion, but was half a 
score of lengths in the rear after half of the 
ground had lH*en coven*d. Then Donnaeona came 
fast and landetl fourth, beaten alsnit a length 
and a quarter. 

The H.vde Park got out the only field of any 
quality during the afieriuHm. Dr. Clark, Yellow 
Hand and lai Rablee were the lM*st of six and the 
f;«ctors. Dr. ( lurk was the public choice, with 
sharp support for lK>th the others. Yellow Hand 
won in a ra<*e run to suit him. The westrn sprinter 
('our! ship settled Dr. Clark by sprinting in front 
with him a fust three-quarters in 1:11 *f.. The pair 
were at it hammer and tongs until well around 
the stretch turn, where Yellow Hand, outside 
and alert, came to and headed them. L*i Rablee had 
iH'en hedged in. She Ddlowed Yellow Hand ihrough 
:ind when In* was jauntily winning slie closed and 
forced him to do his best to win by a neck. Dr. 
(Mark was third a length away. He just lasted to 
beat the fl.ving Donnaeona a mere head. It was 
a nice finish. 

lliere was a crowd of some 7.000 to see the races, 
the course was as fast as usual and ordy the high 
wind was against extreme speed, which, however, 
was far above the favorite for the horses which 
iwrfoimed.

(Miairman’s challenge. The latter went along leis- 
urely until the last eighth, w’here he drew away 
int«» a lug b*ad. Fort Hliss tired badlj’ near the 
end and barely saved second place from the fast 
finishing P.olster, 

MMslay marked the close of the spring meeting 
under tlie ansjiices of the Montreal Jockey (Miib 
and it was one of the most successful in the history 
of tliat association from every standpoint.

$57,500 YEARLING^ DEBUT 



Westward Ho! No Wonder, Though of Great 
Size and Striding Power. 



LONDON, England, May 27.— The fact that We.st- 
ward Ho!, the sensational $57,500 yearling of 1919, 
was making his first appearance took a large num- 
ber of people to Lingfield May 20. S<*eptrc, of 
course, held the yearling price record until the son 
of Swynfcnl and Bine Tit was sold at Doncaster 
eighteen months ago. It was considered that the 
limit had tlien lieen reached, hut his purchaser, 
I..ord Glanely, exceeded this colossal figure by giv- 
ing a good many tlionsands more for Westward 
Ho!’s half brother by The Tetrarch at Doncaster 
last year. The nniiiey whieh Lord Glanely spent 
in pnrcliasing .vearlings at Doncaster last September 
bail been realizeil by the sales of some of his 
hoises in training, Mich as Scatw’ell, Starshot and 
Dominion, all of w*hich went abroad. 

Westward Ho! last year suffered from hock 
trouble. At Lingfield one of them liore traces of 
excessive dressing. He is a fine, upstanding, dark 
brown <*^>lt. Several critics, even in his yearling 
days, regarded him as hnilt <ai too massive lines. 
A glance at him quickly explains why his appear- 
ance had been so delayed, and his hocks may per- 
haps pr»*vent a long turf career. 

iluri.v On made I, is first appearance in the same 
race, the Heticon Three- Y'ear-Old Maiden Plate of 
$1.(M|T|, inn over one mile. Hurry On went tlmingh 
Ills I hree- year-old season undefeated and endeil up 
by winning the St. L«*ger. At the moment it looks 
long odds against Westward Ho! ae(*4»mplishing 
such a feat. Westward Ho! was practically the 
only hor.-»e in the field wrhieh was hacked. When 
h:ilf the journey had been covereil Smith gave him 
his head and he shot away from liis fields as though 
the others were standing. I’erhaps if he g<M*s on 
well we may see him competing in the St. Leger.

Kockminister Wins Like a Star 
Two-Year-Old — Big Crowd 
Views Latonia Bacing. 



^ L.VTONIA, Ky., June 14. — T. C. McDowell’s Dis- 
tinction. which has raced brilliantly on occasions 
this spring and in some instances proved a disap- 
IKiintment, again offended this afternoon W’hen she 
failed in the feature dash, a three-quarters allow- 
ance race, bringing to the post some gocsl ones, in- 
cluding St. Angnstine. also McDowell-owned and 
making his first start in nearly tw*o years. The 
pair riileil overw'helming choices, but the main 
«lepen<len<*e was placed on Distinction. She did not 
show* her customary dash in leaving the barrier and 
appeared to be off stride for the first half mile, 
hilt she settled down somewhat In the stretch 
racing and was going well at the end. but she 
niis.«ed the victory by a length. Darjeeling turned 
up as the winner. He raced in better style than 
he did in his previous race and began faster. The 
early running found the speedy Cho Cho having 
things her ow*n way and she maintained a stiff 
pace until well along in the last eighth before Dar- 
jeeling succeedeil in getting in front. Distinction 
gave stem chase to the latter, but found the task 
tco much. A 

The Montfort Jones-owned Rof'kminister again 
show’ed that he is a superior colt, for he carrieil 
120 pounds and w’on in game style from Lord Allen 
and Rekab. with Topmast, the only other starter, 
far back. The four met in the fourth race and fur- 
nished an interesting contest. w*ith the victory In 
doubt until near the end, wrhen Kockminister, com- 
ing with a great rush, overhauled Lord Allen, liiie 
latter had gotten off tardily, but at once raced by 
Rckub into a good lead and held on resolutely 
until Kockminister, which had been ridden hard 
from the start, came gamely and w*on by a scant 
neck. 

Another large crowd was on hand to view some 
excellent sport during the afternoon, but there 
w*as a slight decrease in the total of speculation. 
The fre<iuent dow’nfall of favorites is beginning to 
make an impression and resulting in a curtailing 
of betting oiierutions. Weather and traek condi- 
tions w*ere of the best. 

Sweet Liberty started the talent off in good 
style when she came home an easy victress in tlie 
opener. It introduced A. Wilson to race-goers. 
He had the mount on the filly and rode her w*ell. 
Mary Fonso, grouped with others in the field, 
Iande<l second and Eyes of Y'outh, an outsider, 
brought np in third place. 

BIRDIE G. NO LONGER A MAIDEN. 

Birdie G., carrying the silks of J. Greenberg 
and trained by J. Everman, gradnateil from the 
maiden ranks in the second race. There was con- 
siderable surprise as to wh.v she should have been 
so neglected in a sjieculative w*ay in view of her 
consistent i>erformanoes in all her races. Alverida 
landed in second place and The Colonel’s laidy just 
managed to outstay Forestall for third place. 

Repeater, w*hich broke the Florisant Stable bad 
luck streak by winning on the opening day here, 
raced right buck to the form that broiiglit him 
success and won from an ordinary band that started 
in the third race. British Liner, an outsider, ran 
a good race and finished second, being well in ad- 
vance of Nordeck. Miss Patty, in this, ran a 
disappointing race. 

J. C. Stone, which has been an absentee from 
racing for some time, won the sixth race from Ex- 
horter and Mab with considerable ease. 

J<K-key Burke offended in this race by his rough 
riding on the first turn. He had the mount on 
Simpleton and bothered Mab and Exhorter. Sim- 
pleton broke down after he had gone half n mile. 
Burke was suspended for five days by the stewanls. 

Dr. Rae won easily from an ordinary band in 
the last race. Gourmand beating Cantilever for 
second place. 

Before departing for Windsor last night Bradley 
Wilson, manager of the Devonshire track, announced 
the following to serve as officials at his track 
during (he two coming meetings there:

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CHAMPION MAY RACE AGAIN

Despite Denials Rumors Persist 
That Man o’ War Is to Return. 



No Good Reason Why He Should 
Not Follow the Examples of 
Pontiac and Ogden. 



NEW YORK, N. Y„ Juno 14.— In spite of a 
denial two months .npo by the owners «f Man o* War 
rumor persists that there is a good ehan<*e of the 
imblie having another view <*f this great horse in 
aetion before the close of the present racing sea- 
son. Louis Feustel, who prepare<l Man o* War for 
all of his races, \v*ants him back in liis old quar- 
ters, ami there are others with influence in the 
councils of the Glen Riddle Stable just ns eager 
as the trainer to see the big champion siH>rt the 
black and orange colors of the confederacy once 
more in a race. 

Tliere are abundant examples of horses coming 
back to the races aft«*r a ye;ir or two in the stud 
and making gocal. routine did it, and so did Og- 
den, the latter horse winning two races in one 
afternoon at Sheei-slu'ad Ray. It was on Septein- 
b«*r '2, IJHil, Hint his astute owner, the late William 
I.akelamI, asked the br<*wn horse for this test. 
When Ogden won the se<*ond race jit three-quarters 
witli i:tO pounds up and piloted by O’Connor in 
many persems dn‘W their i>encils through 
the horses’s name in the last race, which was at 
a mile :iiid a sixtm*nth over the grass course, and 
for whicli tile imiH>st was ll’tl isuinds. They didn’t 
know Lakeland, who was a jockey in the day.-; of 
heat racing, and wlio made a close study of the 
raY»abiIitic8 of the horses in his charge. Ogden 
came out for the sixth race as fresh as a daisy and 
won nion* easily on liis previous race. 

That the racing qualities of the Futurity winner 
of 1S90 were not itniiainMl by ids breeding e;iin- 
paigns was proved then and there, and that rac-ing 
did not rob liim of his virility was manifested on 
his return to th<‘ breeding ranks, as his progeny 
w’as numerous and prominent, inelnding some of 
our best performers, notably The Finn. 

Tliere are iiumln-rlcss examples in the ranks of 
the trotting horses of stallions, after a much longer 
campaign tliau that of Man o’ War, racing with dis- 
tinction. and. in many instances, lowering their 
riHords year after year. There is no appreciable 
difference ludween the tlioroughhred and standard- 
hreil tyiws today, though there is no denying the 
fact that as a result of different metho<ls of racing, 
the trotter ludiig compelled to win his laurels in a 
series of heats, while the thorouglihred is tested in 
single dashes of varying distances, tlio standard- 
bred has developed an .‘iin.izing lung power .md 
lH^sses.s«*s staying qualities whicli breeders in the 
thoi'iuighbrei] ranks cannot liope to <M|ual until tliere 
Is a return to the long-distance races of a fo.me,* 
and lamented period of the turf in the UnittMl 
States. 

LONG-DISTANCE RACING FEATURED. 

It is to the er«*dit of our racing authorities that 
there is a desire to return to tlie tests which 
lirought into play the powers for which the thor- 
tuigiibrcd h.is ls*en vaunted fer mare than liaO years. 
If tile hrciMlers of tiie country are not blind to 
their own interests tliey will <*o-oi»erate in every 
way in the furtherance of tliis p«di<y, for it is only 
by smli trials as the Relmont. I.awrence RealiK.-i- 
tlon, I.gitonia Derby, Miller and Travers Stakes, 
I.,atonia riianipionsliip, the (’oaehing (Mnb American 
Oaks, Autumn Gold Tup, the Saratoga Cup and 
I.4itoni.’i Tup that the breed can tx* improved. 

There would api»e:ir to be no k<mm 1 reason why 
Man <1* War should not srore a eomehark. It is a 
stable secret that the horse hnishcd a tendon in 
his race with Sir Rarton at Windsor last 

fail, blit time ought to have made him as sound as 
ever. That the injured leg filled a trifle the night 
of the ra(*e was known to less than a half dozen 
persons. Tin* Kenilworth course is not as smooth 
as our eastern tracks, and Man o’ War is a longer 
sfrider than any horse the American turf has known 
of late years, perhaps in its history, and certainly 
in tile last twenty-five years, taking twenty-five 
feet at each of tho.se greyhound-like bounds of his 
which carry him over the ground so smoothly tliat 
Ills snpeib iKsly apjio.irs to bo snsjiended in midair. 
Jle ran as usual without bandages and it is re- 
markable, under the ciicnmstances, that he did not 
do liimself more serious injurs’. 

There is one test that Man o’ Wsir should liave, 
if he is put into training again, ami that is the 
mile record against time now held !>y Roainer. 
L.nis Feustel i-i confident that Man o’ War, carry- 
ing 110 iNiunds. as Sa!vai4»r and Uoamci* di<l wlieii 
they made their records of and 1:31*^ re- 

spectively. can place the mark at 1:32 over Rel- 
inont Park. At the same time he would have an 
fqiportmiity of regaining the race record at a mile 
from whicli lie was di prived by Audacious rcs entiy. 
Of coiirsi*. Man o’ War’s mile as a three-year-old, 
with the same weight in the saddle as Audacious 
cairlod as a fonr-ycar-old. will al\vay.s be reckoned 
the lietter iMTforiname. Wlicn Man o’ War won 
the Withers in l:3.'ai-f, he wa » cantering all tlirough 
the last eightli, while Audacious wa ; straight w’hcn 
he sistred in Should the Idg fellow be put 

into training l»y the end of t\ii> mont!i he would 
Im‘ ready for any test in the autumn. Tliose who 
have seen him in tin* stud say that he has not be- 
<-<ime gross ami. if this is true, the task of prepara- 
tion wmild b<‘ all tlie easier. 

As Playfellow, the- three- j’c.ar-old brother to Man 
o’ War, is ('oiiiing into tin* public eye and bidding 
fair to rival the lM*st of the thoroughbreds of 1921, 
wliat would Im‘ more interesting than a ra<*e be- 
tw<»en tlie famous brothers at a mih* and a quarter, 
or over the cup route of one mile ami three-quarters? 
Though Playfellow has yet to achieve the Iiigliest 
distinction, thoie are those who alread.v placi* liim 
in the ranks of the great. Tliat he has won his 
last two races at a mile with ridienlons ease in 
fast time indicates his speed. lie is bred to stay 
ull day, while liis temper is of the sort that is a 
deliglit to his trainer, and wiii<‘]i. when (‘onpled 
with his other gooil qualities, goes far toward mak- 
ing him a great horse. 

The turf world will he eager to learn more alKuit 
Man o' War and his tulked-of comeliack.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., June 14.— The sales 
of the thoroughbred yearlings from the grt*at stock 
farms of New York, New Jersey, Maryland, Vir 
ginia, Kentucky, Tennessee and California, the pro- 
prietors of which breed for the public market, will 
be an appealing feature of the Saratoga August 
meeting this year, as they have been since the 
thoroughbred yearling sales business was brought 
to Saratoga Springs three or four years ago by 
E. .1. Tranter. 

The bringing of tlje sales to Saratoga was the 
resi'onse of the Fasig-Tipton Company, the oldest 
sales organization in the country, to the repeatedly 
expressed wish of produeers of yearlings ami buyers 
alike. I'rmlnccrs w’anted the sales concentrated 
here becausi* of the excellence of Saratoga’s climate 
ami the facilities provided for taking care of the 
young stock between the time of tbeir arrival from 
the home farms and the days fixed for their sale. 

P.tiyers wished it because Saratoga is an nn- 
eonimoiily pleasant place in which to siiend the 
month of August, and by coming here and inspect- 
ing the budding racing stock altotit to be olTered 
at the auction block in pleasant surroundings, and 
at their leisure, they could bettor determine wiiat 
they w’crc about to put their money iii) for. For 
the accommodation of the yearlings Mr, Tranter 
constructed a group of roomy stables, -each standing 
alone and accessible to the air and the sun, and a 
sales pavilion, which, for the completeness of its 
appointments, is not matched anywhere in the 
I’nited States. The sales pavilion and the stables 
are only a few’ minutes* walk from the Saratoga 
Association’s beautiful course. 

SALES ARE WELL ATTENDED. 

For three years the widely advertised August 
sales of yearlings that have made Saratoga the 
Newmarket of America have brought tliis w’ay 
bn.vers from all parts of the North American con- 
tinent w’ho rarely come to racing save when there 
<re sales accompaniments. The sales are held in 
tlie uftermion lx*fore ami after the racing and at 
night nmler tlie glare of arc lights. The night 
.sessions have attaiiuMl the dignity of social func- 
tions. 

Mr. Tranter, who booked his sales in February 
ami March, is of the opinion that prioe.s apjiroxi- 
niating those of the year iM'fore last and consid- 
erably better than the average'! of last y»*ar will he 
realized for the yearlings that will go under the 
liaiiimer this coming August.
